HAIL STORMS. 


Professor Olmsted. of Yale College, 


i the last number of Silliman's Journal, 
as attempted to account for hail 
torms : this is considered one of the 
lost difficult problems in meteorology. 
Te states the following facts : — Vio- 
'nt hai! storms are attended by black 
louds, high winds, and thunder and 
ghtning ; they are confined chiefly to 
ie temperate zones ; they occur most 
-equently in the hottest months ; hail 
ones are much smaller on the tops of 
lountains than in the neighboring 
iains ; they are often followed by cool- 
" weather. 
The immediate cause of 


ail storms is a sudden and exlradrdi- 
ary cold in the region of the clouds 
here the hail stones begin to form, but 
ie great question is, what is the origin 
'this cold? 
Professor O. does not 


ilieve that the cold is generated by the 
*ency of electricity, as some have sup- 
ased, but assigns_as the cause, an ex- 
•eding cold wind from the north, or 
om the high and cold regions of the 
mosphere ; this meets with a moist, 
arm current of air, and a hail storm 
Hows. 
In descriptions of hailstorms 


is commonly mentioned, that oppo- 
le and violent winds meet. 
When a 


ild current from the regions of per- 
'tual frost meets with a warm cur- 
nt. the watery vapour of the latter 
frozen, and hail stones are formed. 
the torrid zone there are no hail 


jrms, except near lofty mountains, 
cause there are no freezing currents 
air, and in the frigid zone there are 


i violent hail storms, because there 
e no heated currents of air to mix 
ith the cold currents. 
The south of 


•ance is more remarkable for hail 
orms than any other country in the 
arid. This is owing to its situa- 
>n between the Alps and the Pyren- 
es ; the cold blasts from these regions 
snow and ice mingling with the hot, 
mp air over the intervening country, 
educe violent hail storms ; the oppo- 
e currents of hot and cold air are set 
motion when the heat of the sun is 
eat. 
It is surprising that hail stones 


scending as they do, through many 
ousand feet, fall with so little force. — 
icy are heavy enough to fall with a 
ndred times the force which they ac- 
ally exhibit. 
The reason of this is 


i following: They are very small 
ien first formed, and receive contin- 
1 accessions in descending; these ac- 
ssions are made from watery vapours 
rest, and the taking on of these new- 
ids continually, retards their speed. 
ill stones are smaller on the tops of 
juntains than the neighboring plains. 
cause they do not fall so far.

The number of hands through which 


a common lable knife passes in its for- 
mation, is worthy of being known to all 
who use them. The bar steel is heated 
in the forge by the maker, and he and 
the .striker reduce it in a few minutes 
into the shape of a knife.

•]>^n sixt'-tu hands. njvc/KSiig at least 
1 '•, \ sep.ir^"« stain's of workmanship in 


manufacture of a razor, it proceeds 
through a dozen of hands; but it is 
afterwards submitted to a process of 
grinding, by which the concavity is 
perfected, and the fine edge produced. 
They are made from Is. per dozen to 
20s. per razor, in which last the handle 
is valued at 16s. 6d. Scissors, in like 
manner, arc made by hand, and every 
pair passes through sixteen or.seventeen 
hamlSjincluding fifty or sixty operations 
before they are ready for sale.—Com- 
mon scissors are cast, and when rivet- 
ed, are sold as low as 4s 6cl. per gross ! 
Small pocket knives, too, are cast, both 
in blades and handles, and sold at 6s. 
per gross, or a half penny each !— 
These low articles are exported in vast 
quantities in casks to all parts of the 
world. 
Snuffers and trays are also ar- 


ticles of extensive pj ocluction, and the 
latter are ornamented with landscapes, 
etched by a Sheffield artist, on a resi- 
nous varnish, and finished by being 
dipped in diluted nitric acid for a few 
seconds or minutes.

Pleasing Experiment,—A few clays a- 


go we had occasion to visit the black- 
smith shop of one of our ingenious me- 
chanics. 
While we were there, the 


proprietor came in, and showed us a 
small piece of silver which had once 
been a quarter of a dollar, but which no 
longer presented the slightest vestige of 
an impression. 
He told us that he 


wished to ascertain whether it was a 
quarter of a dollar or a seventeen cent 
piece. 
He then laid the piece upon a 


bar of iron, heated to a red heat, where 
it was suffered to remain a few seconds, 
perhaps half a minute. 
Upon exami- 


ning it, after it had cooled, the impres- 
sion was almost as plain and distinct as 
when it was coined—the date 1776. 


Being then satisfied that heat produ- 


ced such an effect upon coins from 
which the impressions had been abra- 
ded, the question at once occurred to 
us. how is this effect produced ? 
After 


considerable reflection upon this sub- 
ject, we came to the following conclu- 
sion :—In coining money, that part of 
the plrtnc'iette or piece which is su?i/e, 
becomes more compressed than those 
which stand in relief. 
In the course of 


time, the relieves or prominent parts 
are worn off, and the piece becomes 
perfectly smooth and level on its sur- 
face. 
When a great heat is applied, 


the sunken or compressed part of the 
piece swells out to its original thick- 
ness, and thus presents the impression 
very distinctly to the eye—those parts 
of the coin which were before sunk be- 
ing now presented in reliej^ and those 
parts which were in relief being now 
sunk.

It is 
at least certain, that it ought to lead us 
to think seriously and often on this 
subject.

fellow creatures is going out of the 
world, and before another hour has 
passed more than three thousand souls 
will have entered into an eternal state. 


Diderot. — It is related of the celebra- 


ted Diderot that, on rising one morning 
he found himself without a single sous, 
or the means of obtaining the smallest 
nourishment. — After wandering about 
all day and suffering the severest pangs 
of hunger, he returned to his inn, where 
his illness, (arising from exhaustion) 
becoming apparent to his landlady, she 
gave him a little wine and some toasted 
bread. "That day," s?id he, after- 
wards, "I swore, if ever I possessed any- 
thing, never to refuse an indigent per- 
son's request, that I might not beinstru- 
mentalto their passing so dreadful a clay 
as I had done;" and which'oath he is 
said to have most rigidly obserred. 


Economy. — Some idea may be for- 


med of the economy practised in Lou- 
don, from the following fact. 
About 


four hundred broken-down cart and 
coach-horses are slaughtered every 
week, and boiled for cats and dogs in 
the city. There are four licensed 
horse-butchera, who kill each about 
fifty a week, which they purchase at an 
average price of twenty-five shillings a 
head. 
The skins are sold to the leath- 


er dressers ; the shoes to the ironmon- 
gers ; the hair to the upholsters ; the 
bones to the button-makers; and the 
flesh, after being boiled in huge kettles, 
to the retailers of cat's meat, who 'sell 
it out by the pound to their customers, 
as regularly as the bakers supply fami- 
lies with bread. 


At a recent meeting in London of the 


Royal Asiatic Society, Lieut Burne's 
account of the Banian hospital for aged 
and diseased animals at Surat was read. 
This communication was drawn up 
from actual observation in 1828 ; at that 
time its inhabitants consisted chiefly of 
disabled cattle and antiquated poultry, 
all of which were daily fed and atten- 
ded with the grearest care. The au- 
thor mentions another establishment of 
a similar nature at Arryan, in Western 
India, where not fewer than 5000 rals, 
not bipeds, buibonafide rats, with tails, 
are supplied out of the taxes levied on 
the inhabitants. The bipeds are, not- 
withstanding, the worst species, and 
the most onerous to a people.

Fountains and Springs.—There seems 


to be over all this country, a substratum 
of soft slone, at unequal depths, which 
is cavernous, and admits numberless 
subterranean brooks and streams to 
have their courses far under ground.— 
In places they burst out in the form of 
those vast boiling springs, which form 
rivers at a short distance from their 
outlets, and by their frequency, their 
singular forms, the transparency of 
their waters, and the multitude of their 
fishes, constitute one of the most stri- 
king curiosities of the country. 
A- 


mong hundreds which might be named 
and which have created the vulgar im- 
pression that there is every where a 
prodigious cavern beneath the surface 
of the whole country, the most remar- 
kable is that ten miles from Tallahas- 
see, which is the source of Wokulia ri- 
ver. It is of a size to be beatable im- 
mediately below the fountain. 
A mile 


below its source the channel becomes 
so impeded with flags, rushes, and riv- 
er weeds, that a boat can scarcely be 
propelled through them. 
Suddenly 


this immense spring breaks upon the 
eye, of a circular form, and in extent 
like a little lake. 
The water is almost 


as placid as air. It has been sounded 
with a line of 250 fathoms, before bot- 
tom was found. From its almost un- 
fathomable depth, from the aerial trans- 
parancyofits waters, and perhaps also 
from the mixture of sulphurate oflime^, 
which it holds in solution, it has a cer- 
ulean tinge, like that which every voya- 
ger has admired in the waters of the 
gulph. To a person placed in a skiff 
in the centre of this splendid ibun 
tain basin, the appearance of a mile 
azure vault above, and the transpar- 
ent depth below, on which the float-1 
ing clouds and the blue concave above 
are painted, and repeated with indes- 
cribable softness, create a kind of plea- 
sing dizziness, and a novel train of sen- 
sations, among which the most distin- 
guishable is a feeling, as if suspended 
between two firmaments. The impres- 
sion only ceases, when the boat ap- 
proaches the edge of the basin near e- 
nough to enable you to perceive the 
outlines of the neighboring trees pic- 
tured on the margin of the basin. It 
has been asserted that lime-stone water 
in its utmost purity, has less refractive 
powers for light, than free stone water 
The water of this vast spring, in this 
'sultry climate, has coldness almost like 
ice water. The water, probably from 
the presence of the sulphurate of lime 
is slightly nauseous to the table. Beau- 
tiful hu mm lick lands rise from the 
northern acclivity of this basin. It 
was the site of the English factory in 
former days. Here resided the famous 
Ambristcr- The force which throws 
up this vast mass of waters from its 
subterranean fountains, may be imagi- 
ned, when we see this pellucid water 
swelling up from the depths, as though 
it were a chaldron ol boiling water.— 
It is twelve miles from St. Marks, and 
twenty from the ocean.—Fluii's Gcog.

Company, to the amount of £275,000'. 


An interesting debate grew out of an 


amendment proposed by Mr Living 
stou to the latter bill, which required 
that the funds to meet die subscription 
should be drawn from the proceeds of 
the sales of 01 her stocks, invested in 
works of internal improvement, and 
owned by the United States.

The answer was then read by Mr. Mer- 
edith, one of Judi^e Perk's counsel ; and 
on motion by Mr King, it was ordered 
lo be primed. 
The Court of Impeach- 


ment was then adjourned, to meet a 
gain on the second Monday of the next 
session of Congress.

THE INDIAN BILL. 


The question which has engaged so 


anxiously and unrcminin^ly the at- 
tention of the House for some days 
past, and which, for!bat reason, as v> ell 
as for its intrinsic importance, and ihe 
earnestness with which it ha* been ta- 
ken up by the People in many of the 
Slates, had become very Jmleresiuig, 
was yesterday decided. 
We mean the i 


bill providing for ihe rcwoi'al of the In- { 
dians beyond the Mississippi 
After 1 


a renewed struggle to get the biJJ re-. 


committed, with a view to the adop- 
tion of Mr. HK.MPJUU.'S substitute, the 
friends of the bill defeated that motion 
by four votes, and finally passed the 
bill by a majority of five—every mem- 
ber of the House, not absent from the 
city by leave, being in his place. 
The 


amendment adopted by the House was 
forthwith concurred in by the Senate, 
and as the President will certainly sign 
the bill, it may be considered as a law, 
in the following form, in which we 
have taken the trouble to copy it accu- 
rately, from the rolls of Congress : 
AiN 
T ACT to provide for an exchange of 
Lands with the Indians residing1 in any of 
the States and Territories, and fortheirre- 
moval West of the Hiver .Mississippi 
Sec 1. Be it enacted, 8cc. That it shall 


and may be lawful for the President of the U. 
States to cause so much of any Territory be- 
longing1 to the United States west of the ri- 
ver Mississippi, not included in any State or 
organized Territory, and to which the Indian 
title has been extinguished, as he may judge 
necessary, to be divided into a suitable num- 
ber of districts, for the reception of such 
tribes or nations of Indians as may choose to 
exchange the lands where they now reside 
and remove there ; and to cause each of said 
districts to be so described, by natural or ar 
tificial marks, as to be easily distinguished 
from every otiier. 


Sec 2 And be it further enacted, That il 


shall and may be lawful for the President to 
exchange any or all of such districts, so to be 
laid off and described, with any tribe or na- 
tion of Indians now residing within the limits 
of any of the States or Territories, and with 
which the United States have existing trea 
ties, for the whole or any part or portion of 
the territory claimed and occupied by such 
tribe or nation, within the bounds of any one 
or more of the States or Territories where 
the land claimed and occupied by the Indians 
is owned by tlie United States, or the United 
States are bound to the State within which it 
lies, to extinguish the Indian claim thereto. 


Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That, 


in the making of any such exchange or ex 
changes, it shall and may be lawful for the 
President, solemnly to assure the tribe or na- 
tion with which the exchange is made, that 
the United Slates will forever secure and 
guaranty to them, and their heirs or succes- 
sors, the country so exchanged with them ; 
and if they prefer it, that the U States will 
cause a patent or grant to be irnide and exe- 
cuted to them for the same: Provided, al- 
ways, That such hinds shall revert to the U. 
States, if the Indians become extinct,or aban- 
don the same. 


Sec. 4 
And be it further enacted, That 


if, upon any of the lands now occupied by the 
Indians, and to be exchanged for, there 
should be such improvements as add value to 
the land claimed by any individual or individ- 
uals of such tribes or nations, it shall and 
may be lawful for the President to cause such 
value to be ascertained by appraisement or o- 
therwise, and to cause such ascertained va- 
lue to be paid to the person or persons right- 
fully claiming such improvements ; and upon 
the payment of such valuation, the improve- 
ments so valued and paid for, shall pass to 
the United States and possession shall not af- 
terwards be permitted to anyof the same tribe. 


Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That 


upon the making of any such exchange as is 
contemplated by this act, it shall and may be 
lawful for the President to cause such aid 
and assistance to be furnished to the emi- 
grants as may be necessary and proper to en- 
able (hem to remove to, and settle in, the 
country for which they may have exchang- 
ed ; and, also, to give them such aid and as- 
sistance as may be necessary for their support 
and subsistence for the first year after their 
removal 


Sec 6. And be it further enacted. That 


it shall and may be lawful for the President to 
cause such tribe or nation to be protected, 
at their new residence, against all interrup- 
tion or disturbance from anj other tribe or na- 
tion of Indians, or from any other person or 
persons -whatever. 


Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That it 


shall and mav be lawful for the President to 
have the same superintendence and care over 
any tribe or nation in the country to which 
they may remove, us contemplated by this 
act, that he Is now authorized to have over 
them at their present place of residence.— 
Provided, That nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed as authorising or directing 
the violation of any existing treaty between 
the U States and any of the Indian tribes. 


Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, That, 


for the purpose of guing effect lo the provi- 
sions of this act. the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars is hereby appropriated, to 
be paid out of any money in the Treasury, 
not otherwise appropriated.

tions of the President notwithstanding,) 
was decided—yeas 96. nays 90

there was a majority in fuvor of the 
bill, yet there not being the majority 
in .such cases required by the constitu- 
tion, (of two-thirdb) ihe bill was rejec- 
ted. 


The Editors of the National Intelli- 


gencer, in sneaking of the veto of the 
President upon the .Maysville Road 
Bill, give tht- following as some of the 
principal reasons for the refusal to 
sanction the bill. 


"As far as we could underst and the 


principal points of the message, from 
hearing the reading of it in that vast 
antre in which the House sits, the Pres- 
ident admits the power of the General 
Government over the subject of Inter- 
nal Improvements; insists on discrim- 
ination between the objects to be selec- 
ted for its exercise; denies the nation- 
ality of the particular object embraced 
in this bill, and disputes the expedien- 
cy of entering upon an extensive system 
of internal improvement, in the present 
state of the finances of the country.— 
We think it likely, ihat this message 
will not be acceptable to either of the 
parties into which the country is divi- 
ded upon this question of Internal Im- 
provement by theGenera! Government. 
Whilst it affirms the power on the one 
hand, it restricts ils exercise on the 
other." 


From the same source we derive the 


following upon the subject of ihe Colo- 
nial Trade : 


"The injunction of secrecy not hav- 


ing been removed from the Confiden- 
tial Message transmitted yesterday by 
ihe President to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, we can only speak of its con- 
tents from general rumor. 
There is 


no doubt, from the bill which the 
House took up after reading the mes- 
sage,that the communication embraced 
information received from our minister 
in England, touching his negotiation 
with the British Government, respect- 
ing the Colonial Trade ; and il is said— 
notwithstanding the House immediate- 
ly passed the bill which had originated 
in the anticipation of a different result 
—that the despatches furnished but lit- 
tle if any hope of any satisfactory ar- 
rangement being effected by our Min- 
ister, on the subject of the Trade in 
question." 


A gentleman from Washington, who 


was in the House of Representatives 
yesterday, informs us, that Mr. Stan-
